tension, many preachers become 
nervous, less efficient, and who is 
to blame? 


It is not necessary that the preach- 
er have the best chair in the house 
to $it in, or the best bed to $leep Upon, 
nor 1s it advisable that at every place he 
chances to go, they try to fix for him 
the best mcal of the scason. Such 
practice has a tendency to $sporil $some 
preachers, but it is necessary it we 
would get the best that there 1s i the 
evange'ist, that he have time, opporiun 
ty, for relaxation, for serious retiec 
tion, and not have to take the time for 
this, during the hours that he shouid 
be asleep. When it can convemently 
be provided, the evangelst $shouid 
have a room into which he could go, 
«udy and reflect. The preacher who 
does not take time for relaxation, will 
not he as eftiicient or accomplish as 
much, nor last as long as he would if 
he would take these needed rests. Ihe 
StKrongest minds of the world, in and 
out of the Church, men who have 
accomplhshed most, are men who have 
tound time to let their minds s$top, 
rest, cthvert, from its every day cngage- 
ment. 


There 1s a work for the Church: 


there is a work for the preacher, 
When the Apostles said "Watch ye, 
Stand fast in the faith, quit you hke 
men, be strong.” (I Cor. 16:13) he was 
talking to all of us We Should 
$tudiously endeavor not to become one- 
$1ded or unbalanced, relative to any 
question, but cautiously, carctully, 
carnestly honestly, and whole heartily 
take our Stand with "THE WORD"
